The country rapidly is approaching the 
point where controls over every segment 
of the economy will be necessary. Senti- 
ment is among the public and in 
the Congress, for all-out mobilization of 
our resources to defeat Communist aggres- 
sion, of which Korea is only the first step. 

A return to price controls, wage con- 
trols, rationing, excess profits taxes and 
other restrictions is imminent—not from 
choice but from necessity. 

Under such conditions it would be most 


Take Profit Out 
Of War—for Everybody 


In event of full mobilization everybody 
agrees there will be, and should be, an 
excess profits tax fully as stringent, if not 
more so, than that of World War II, which 
ran to 85 per cent. 


Certainly ¢here should be no extra 
profits from war. 


That goes for labor unions, too. 


In the last war virtually every person 
who entered a defense industry was forced 
to join the local union, often paying ex- 
orbitant initiation fees for the privilege. 
The unions waxed rich and fat and came 
out of the war with huge slush funds con- 
tributed by millions of defense workers. 

The Government supported the unions 
fully in demanding membership as a con- 
dition to obtaining a defense industry job. 

That obviously was unfair. The pur- 
pose of mobilization is to prepare the coun- 
try to defend itself, not to swell the mem- 
bership or the treasuries of labor unions or 
the profits of corporations or individuals. 

Let’s take the profit out of war for 
everybody.

We Are Short 
On Manpower Already 


The Defense Department now says it 
will hire 236,000 civilians under President 
Truman's propo#al, to spend $10,500,000,000 
additional on the armed forces this year. 

Presumably, all those extra employes 
will be needed. We don’t know about that. 
But it seems to us a great portion of them 
ought to come from other departments and 
agencies of the Government which have 
nothing to do with defense. 

Rebuilding the armed strength of the 
country is the biggest, most important job 
before us. We can, and must, do without 
many services which the Government cus- 
tomarily performs. The citizens will be 
called upon to do without a great many of 
their personal conveniences and luxuries. 
The Government, too, must strip down to 
essentials. 

Manpower is the great obstacle to quick 
rearmament. More than 60,000,000 ae 
are employed in a peacetime economy. The 
pool of unemployed currently is estimated 
at no more than 3,500,000. Authorities 
say between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 unem- 
ployed is the irreducible minimum. We 
do not have anything like the pool of 
8,000,000 unemployed we had in 1940 to 
absorb the quickened tempo of war in-

We must use our manpower more 
judiciously. There must be no waste. 
During the last war the overstaffing of 
certain defense industries, and certain Gov- 
ernment agencies, amounted to little less 
than a national scandal. 

Our lack of manpower demands that 
Government, even those agencies having to 
do with defense, be operated more effi- 
ciently than ever before. But that is not 
likely to be done unless the public and the 
Congress continually exert pressure. 

It would take only a very few more 
calls like the Defense Department’s to ex- 
haust the exceedingly small supply of 
available manpower. By cutting staffs in 
other departments the Government could 
furnish all the personnel needed except 
perhaps those with special technica] quali- 
fications. That process is going to be nec- 
essary in the end. Now is a good time to 
start.

The Most Education 
At the Least Cost 


Gordon County school officials, short 
on classrooms, teachers, equipment, and 
money, have asked residents of the county 
to consider one centralized high school as 
the answer to the present educational 
crisis. 

A group of 35 men representing the 
county board, the City of Calhoun and trus- 
tees of the county’s 13 schools (ten of them 
high schools) have already met and given 
the proposal tentative approval. 

As Wayne Ashworth, the county school 
superintendent, put it, the group sees that 
the county cannot equip and maintain ade- 
quately ten separate high schools, with ten 
libraries, ten laboratories, ten shops, and 
ten of everything else that it takes to make 
a good school, one accredited by the State. 

Jack Lance, district school supervisor, 
told the Gordon school officials that the 
three accredited county schools may lose 
their ratings because they can’t meet exist- 
ing standards. He said further that inade- 
quate facilities practically rule out any 
chance of the other seven schools ever 
making the accredited list. 

The Gordon County situation is the 
rule, not the exception, in Georgia. Nearly 
every county has too many schools for this 
day of better roads and transportation 
facilities. In each the citizens must make 
the choice—hanging on to local pride, the 
small school district, and inferior educa- 
tion for their children, or joining with 
others to invest in one good county school. 

Consolidation must come if we want to 
get the most for our tax money in the field 
of education.

Wha ; ? The Butthead and the Bollweevil, 

3 ts in a Name? case you didn’t know, are Seaboard 
Air Line passenger trains which serve, respectively, the Columbus 
to Tallahassee and Montgomery to Savannah trades. The Sea- 
board doesn’t call them the Butthead and the Bollweevil, of course. 
It refers to them rather austerely as Trains 17 and 18 and 11 and 
12 in its timetables as well as in its petitions to the Public Service 
Commission for a discontinuance of their operation. 

The Seaboard goes in for fancier nomenclature, such as The 
Silver Comet, The Gulf Wind and The Palm Land, when it names 
its trains. Those in question, it designates simply Trains 17 and 
18 and 11 and 12, except occasionally when the profit and loss 
breakdown comes in and they are referred to—unofficially, of 
course—in more picturesque terminology. 

But to the public, which has a great affection for the trains— 
even if, as the railroad avers, it never demonstrates the fact by 
riding them—Trains 17-18 and 11-12 are the Butthead and the 
Bollweevil. And the public intends that they will continue to be. 
All along the lines—in Cusseta, Richland, Cuthbert, Edison, Ar- 
lington, Colquitt and Bainbridge on the Butthead; and in Lumpkin, 
Americus, Cordele, Rochelle, Abbeville, Helena, Vidalia, Lyons, 
Claxton and Pembroke on the Bollweevil—indignant citizens are 
forming groups to protest the Seaboard’s proposal to cease opera- 
tion of the diesel-electric motor trains whose peculiar appearance, 
rather than any mechanical stubbornness, accounts for the Butt- 
head’s name. (How the Bollweevil came by its name, I do not 
know. As aforesaid, the Seaboard does not officially designate it 
as such although, having lost $92,852 on its operation in 1949, one 
might suspect that it had a hand in naming it for the voracious in- 
sect after all.) 

At any rate, the effort is underway to take off two more of 
the “locals” of which Mr. McIntosh writes so nostalgicly. Barring 
a miracle the Butthead and the Bollweevil will shortly join many 
another short-line passenger service in the limbo of the past. 


Advice Incidentally, a couple of well-known Georgia editors 
have taken up the fight for the retention of the Butt- 
head and the Bollweevil. 

“What we need is better service on the line and not a dis- 
continuance of the little we now have,” Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin 
writes in his Bainbridge Post-Searchlight in defense of the Butt- 
head. “A decent train with proper connections at Columbus to 
Atlanta would restore much of the passenger trade. People will 
not ride a sorry train, and it is a known fact they can’t patronize 
one which doesn’t exist.” . 

The Bollweevil “operates backward,” declares Editor Frank 
Miller in The Pembroke Journal, “It goes into Savannah at night 
and leaves Savannah in the morning. The same thing is true on 
the other end of the line. They go into Montgomery at night and 
leave there in the morning. To carry people to the cities of Sa- 
vannah and Montgomery, they should arrive there in the morning 
and leave in the evening. This would make it convenient to go 
to the city to spend the day.” 

Incidentally, don’t blame newspapermen for giving advice on 
the operation of railroads. Certainly nobody ever hesitates to tell 
them how to run their newspapers.

Needed Now 


WASHINGTON—tThe impact on our national 

economy of the huge added expenditures we are 

having to make to meet the Korean crisis and 

to put our defenses in readiness to protect ourselves against threats 

of aggression from abroad calls for sober thinking on the part of 
the people and positive action by our Government leaders. 

To meet the situation, President Truman has asked for an 
additional $10,000,000,000 in military outlays. That promises to be 
only a starter. It is to be added to the budget of some forty odd 
billions under which we are already operating. 

With our industrial and economic machine already bursting at 
the seams from expanded operations, it is easy to see the effect this 
added Government spending will have. Just the prospects of it 
have been enough to send prices skyrocketing in many fields. The 
speculators, profiteers and hoarders have had a part in it all. A 
wave of inflation has already started. 


’ Limited proposals have been put for- 
Not Far Enough ward by the administration to meet the 
problem. But in the eyes of many cempetent men they do not go 
far enough. What the problem is was clearly defined by one of 
our ablest financiers and public figures—Bernard M. Baruch—in 
an appearance before the Senate Banking and Currency Committee 
the other day. Here is what Mr. Baruch said: 

“The situation is sufficiently grave to warrant an over-all ceiling 
across the entire economy, over-all prices, wages, rents, fees and 
so on, with high enough taxes to prevent profiteering and to pay 
all costs and an all-embracing, effective system of priorities.” 

It is not enough, he says, merely to give the Government au- 
thority to invoke priorities in placing orders for defense needs. 


Experience has taught us, he reminded, that when the Govern-— 


ment steps into the market with enormous demands for goods 
under quick priorities, “you must control all prices, including 
wages, rents, food and other costs, eliminate profiteering and ration 
certain scarce essentials.” 

It is not a pleasant outlook for the civilian, Mr. Baruch agreed, 
“but neither is that of the young man who Mas to go to battle; he 


risks all.” 

" The public does not like price controls, but it 
Not Popular sodaneh to be the only way to meet the situ- 
ation with which we are faced. Without price controls the Gov- 
ernment would still be able to get what it requires, no doubt, but 
with greater delay and with ever-increasing prices. As Mr. Baruch 
puts it: “The public will be left to compete for the remainder— 
with the fattest pocketbook, not the greatest need, deciding who 
gets what is available. The cost of many defense items will be 
needlessly increased; profiteering encouraged; cruel injustice in- 
flicted upon millions with fixed incomes or who have no pressure 
groups to represent them.” 

Here is a plain statement of the problem by an able public 
leader that Congress, it seems, cannot afford to ignore. Others 
have spoken in a similar vein. Some have suggested that we 
should freeze all prices and wages in the country as of the date 
the Korean crisis developed. 

If we do not take some positive action of the kind and the 
present world situation does not improve, we are faced with stag- 
gering outlays and inflationary prices which may increase the 
national debt to a point where we may be unable to carry it.

“How is it about the deaf while this world is 
full of voices?

That danger, 
in fact, was stressed in a speech to Pennsylvania 
chiefs of police this week by an FBI official, 
Arthur Cornelius, Jr., head of the Philadelphia 
FBI office, who said efforts of individuals in 
hunting down subversives “not only hampers 
police in their work, but often puts the finger 
of scorn on innocent persons.” 


There is danger of another sort in an- 
other field, the economic. This is that, in 
the necessary imposition of controls in in- 
dustry and production, the strong will find 
ways to exploit the weaker and smaller. 


This was discussed during testimony before 
the Senate Banking Committee of Attorney Gen- 
eral J. Howard McGrath on the administration’s 
control bill, which permits relaxation of the anti- 
trust laws under certain conditions. The attorney 
general assured the committee he would not per- 
mit relaxation of the antitrust laws, and said 
there must be no undue increase in concentra- 
tion of economic power. 

Congress would do well to study this pro- 
vision most carefully because of experience in 
the last war. Then antitrust laws were relaxed. 
Also policy on contracts and their renegotiation 
favored big corporate interests. Many of them 
acquired war plants built by the government and, 
at bargain rates after the war, because they were 
financially capable while smaller companies were 
not, with the result that concentration of indus- 
try was intensified greatly, as official records 
show.

The Invasion of Vermont 


NEW YORK—When Alger Hiss was about to go on trial for the second time 
the defense moved to transfer the case from the Southern District of New York, 
where the court sits in Manhattan Island, to Vermont, which has an old reputation 


as a Republican state. 


Indeed, Vermont and Maine were the only states that 


voted for Alf Landon, the Republican candidate, in the year 1936 when the people 
had their best real chance to drive the growing pack of traitors out of Washington 


and re-establish the republic which was created under the Constitution. 


The attempt to take the 


second Hiss trial up to Vermont aroused wonderment and speculation among Americans who had 
a traditional impression but not particular information or up-to-date opinion of the political char- 


acter of the state. Z 


The judge who would have sat was a so-called 
“Liberal” but not a Communist, although the 
defense may have hoped that he would shade 
his rulings and his ¢harge as other “Liberal” 
Federal judges have done to a scandalous degree 
in Communism cases, that seerned to be only a 
“hope and hardly worth the risk of impartial 
justice from a hard-shell patriotic Republican 
jury, 


The change of venue was denied, the 
trial was held in New York, Hiss was con- 
victed of perjury with an implication of 
espionage and treachery and Harry 8. Tru- 
man’s red herring was served to him for 
breakfast in a state of kipper far beyond 
putrefaction. 


This strange motion nevertheless caused in- 
quiry to be made which reveals that there has 
been an influential penetration or permeation of 
Vermont by Communists and some others who 
may not be called Communists or fellow-trav- 
elers or sympathizers because the same Federal 
courts have created an artificial rule to shield 
their reputations and their works from fair ap- 
praisal. | 

The invasion had begun quietly around 1925. 
It may have penetrated elsewhere earlier, but 
an authority professing to be a back-slid fellow- 
traveler has firmly declared that about that time 
a group of Communists settled in Randolph. 
One of these persons is said to be still a power- 
ful force in the Communist Party. Later, John 
Abt moved to Randolph center and early in the 
Roosevelt reign Nathan Witt and Lee Pressman 
jcined the colony which outwardly seemed how- 
ever not to be organized. Time passed and Alger 
Hiss bought a place in Peacham. Abt, Witt and 
Pressman refused to answer before the Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities whether they 
were Communists. Abt got his education at the 
University of Chicago. Witt, Pressman and Hiss 
are happy hot dogs of the Felix Frankfurter 
cult from Harvard. For a possible bearing on 
the reason why Hiss desired to be tried in Ver- 
mont the fact may be kept in mind that Whit- 
taker Chambers, the penitent witness whose tes- 
timony convicted Hiss, said on oath that Witt 


and Pressman often went to the home of Hiss in 
Washington during the time when, so Chambers 
said, Hiss was a cantact in the State Depart- 
ment for the Communist ying of spies. 

It eannot be stated with certainty but the 
strong probability is clear that Alger Hiss would 
have had one or more outright Communists on 
his jury if he had been tried in Vermont. In that 
case he would not have been convicted. Indeed 
he might have been acquitted by a jury of un- 
suspecting Yankees under the jury-room influ- 
ence of one or more actual party members. And 
with even one party member in the box Hiss 
would have been absolutely sure of a stand-off 
at worst. 

Several states have established official state 
publications in recent years which, without the 
most scrupulous honesty, hardly to be expected 
of political appointees, are likely to become the 
rigins of an official press published at public 
expense in the interests of the controlling poli- 
ticians. “Vermont has a state quarterly published 
by the Vermont Development Commission. 

In the Summer issue for 1950 under the title 
of “At the Sign of the Quill,” a department of 
literary comment, by Arthur Wallace Peach, 
there is a review of a book by Dorothy Canfield 
Fisher and a personal tribute to her. 

The review says Mrs. Fisher, of all Vermont 
authors, really expresses the “inner human val- 
ues” of the state. 


“Mrs. Fisher writes from a viewpoint not 
only of a Vermonter but a Vermonter who 
knows her Europe, its cultures and its lan- 
guages and its life as really few ‘sophisti- 
cates’ do,” Mr. Peach writes. “This hint 
should be pondered in certain quarters—a 
mild, friendly suggestion that may open 
some closed doors.” 


Mrs. Fisher thus officially extolled in the 
state publication is not known to be a Commu- 
nist nor is this an insinuation that she is either 
a Communist or a fellow-traveler. But she is 
cited 16 times in Index IX of the reports of the 
House Committees on Un-American Activities 
and several times more in reports issued since

The 

ae ‘=? ¢ bream don’t seem to come in sizes less than a 

big man’s hand. Literally, they don’t. I guess up till now I have 

taken or seen taken about 40 bream and not one of them would 
weigh less than half a pound. 

How they get that way without going through the growing 
process is something of a mystery. In most ponds or rivers the 
majority of the bream caught are little fellows, probably less than 
a quarter pound. 


The bass are really something. Everyone ealls 
Black Bass them trout, but they are the tresh-water large- 
mouth black bass, the most popular. game fish there is. Everyone 
who fishes goes for the black bass. The kind that Virginia Moore, 
Louis Bolton, Wendell Crowe and Madame Secretary catch in the 
various ponds back in the Yellow River area are called “little 
fellows” down here. I stuck out my chest after landing a fighting 
two-pounder and the boatman remarked, “A right nice little feller.” 

I have been getting them on a fly rod and using popping pugs 
and various surface fly lures. Both the bream and the bass strike 
them. The bass strike hard and the bream take two or three pokes 
at it before they really bite down on it. When the bream poke at 
it, you keep up your regular motion or continue to do whatever 
you were doing when he first struck. Soon he'll take it with a 
rush. The first poke is often made with his tail, he just wants to 
kill the bait. 

One morning recently, I landed a five-pound bass and had hold 
of a 15 or 20-pounder, for a moment. I thought the five-pounder 
on a fly rod was quite a something, but.when that big fellow 
rushed the lure with the force and speed of lightning he almost 
had me hanging on the gunwales. 


A Giant I had dropped the lure right up close to the hyacinths 
that abound in these fresh-water ponds and there 

was a crash that sounded like Stone Mountain dropping into the 
Atlantic Ocean from a height of 500 feet and an object about the 
size of a railroad tie and with a mouth the size of a sewer pipe 
tore off with my lure and most of the leader. Fortunately, the 
leader broke or I'd be without a fly rod. rn 

Even the boat paddler was impressed. “He was at least two 
and one-half feet long,” he said. 

He was so big that I have avoided dropping my lure in the spot 
where he makes his home, I don’t want him te scare me that way 
any more. a

The release of figures showing what candidates for governor 
spend in their campaigns always makes me laugh. It is because 
I know and everyone else with a grain of sense knows that most 
of the money spent on gubernatorial elections is spent at the local 
level in the various counties by the supporters of the candidates. 

Where one dollar is spent from the campaign headquarters in 
Atlanta, five dollars or more is spent in the several counties by 
the: local friends of the candidates. 

Much of the money is spent for liquor. Some of it is spent in 
buying votes. Some is spent for “hauling voters.” 

In every county there are influential friends of the guber- 
natorial candidates, who dish out the money thought necessary 
to carry the local county. If the candidate is a favorite to win, he 
can command whatever money is needed at the local level. If the 
candidate seems destined to lose, then he has few friends who will 
back him with money to “organize” the county. 

There is absolutely no way to control campaign expenditures, 
either from the state headquarters or at the local level. All laws 
calculated to hold down campaign expenses are just that 
hokum on the statute books, because there are so many 
which the campaign expense laws ean be circumvented or 
with impunity.

When Atlanta Was Whitehall, Georgia 


Charner Humphries established the 
first official settlement on the pres- 
ent site of Atlanta. It was recog- 
nized by the Federal Government 
and given a post office under the 
name of Whitehall, Ga. Humphries 
came to this section about 1825 and 
shortly thereafter built the famous 
Whitehall Inn on the land fronting 
on what is now Gordon Street, be- 
tween the Central of Georgia Rail- 
road and Lee Street. Whitehall was 


a well-known settlement before the 
first railroad was constructed. It was 
the official militia muster center and 
the stopping place for the great wagon 
caravans hauling farm and forest 
products to market and supplies to 
the interior. The road leading 
through the wilderness to the Inn was 
called Whitehall Road and is now 
Whitehall Street. The Inn was the 
only painted house in this section of 
the State.

The child does not get the first 
permanent teeth (central in- 
cisors) until the age of 7 years 
(six to eight years) as a rule. 


Whatever quaint notions peo- 
ple, doctors and even dentists 
today may still harbor in regard 
to the care or neglect of the 
temporary or “milk” or “baby” 
teeth, notions handed down by 
ignorant forebears, there is no 
longer any excuse for failing to 
have immediate care, advice and 


| treatment by the dentist for de- 


irregularity, injury to or 
the so-called “baby” 


cay, 
loss of 
teeth. 

Sometimes parents mistake 
the permanent first molar, which 
the child gets at the age of six 
to eight years, for a “baby” 
tooth and fail to have proper 
dental treatment if the tooth 
decays or is injured or lost by 
accident, because they think it 
will soon be replaced by a new 
tooth. This is a mistake which 
may have unhappy conse- 
quences. The permanent first 
molar is the “keystone” of the 
dental arch—it is important in 
determining the alignment of 
the permanent teeth. Therefore 
decay in this tooth or injury or 
loss of the tooth, should have 
immediate treatment by the 
dentist. 

Neglect of decay in the “baby” 
teeth, that is failure to have 
cavities filled by the dentist be- 
fore the cavities become too 
large, can no longer be justified 
on the crude assumption that 
the “baby” teeth will be lost in 
a few years anyway and re- 
placed by the permanent teeth. 
If the temporary teeth are de- 
cayed, so will the permanent 
teeth decay before the last 
(third) molars, the so-called 


On the other hand, if the 
“baby” teeth are preserved in 
good condition by prompt filling 
of cavities by the dentist and 
by good nutrition in infancy 
and childhood—a matter about 
which the family physician is 
best qualified to advise the child 
has the advantage of a sound 
base for the development of the 
permanent teeth and a normal 
jaw and facial form or contour.

Second, it was my luck while 
traveling to eat  vichyssoise 
from New York’s Waldorf to 
San Francisco’s Palace Hotel. 

A few weeks ago we had a 
round table discussion in Bos- 
ton on this subject.

Good vichy- 
ssoise is a medium thick soup 
best made with real leeks and 
served very, very cold. 

At home, I pour the soup into 
a freezing tray and let it chill 
while I start dinner.
